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12. The Pensioners : an old Man and Woman soliciting Charity

Life. 

13. The Poacher: an interior, in which a Woman is seated, 

examining a Box of Game, which she is purchasing 
from a Poacher, who is also seated, and surrounded by a 
Variety of dead Game. 

14. Interior : A Female, seated at a Table, is in the act of clean¬ 

ing a Basket of Lockfine Herrings, which are before her, 
while a Girl, seated near, is preparing a Dish of Potatoes; 
a second Girl is behind, looking round at a Cat, which 
has carried off a part, of the Fish. 'This is a well painted 
Picture, and highly finished. 

15. The well-pleased Mendicant Boy : a Boy, seated upon his 

Knees,, with a Brown Can by his side, and a Quantity of 
broken Victuals before him, seems highly pleased with his 
success. Painted from Life. This is a boldfine Picture, 
and reminds one of Murillo in his younger Days.

These two Pictures are painted from Life, and have been Engraved. 

18 The Examination of Madge Wildfire. 

The subject is taken from Sir Walter Scott’s Novel of the “ Heart of Midlothian,” and 
consists of five figures, namely, Madge Wildfire, dressed, as described by Scott, in a blue 
jacket, and red rockley, with Highland bonnet and feathers, (not in the best order ) ; 
Sharpetlaw, the attorney,^ and Buben Butler/(the sticket minister afterwards married to 
Jeannie Deans) ; the turnkey, and Katcliffe, who is in the act of asking Madge if she has 
any Joes just now ; she is turning round and telling him, that “gin ony body speer, say 
ye dinna ken.” 

This picture is also engraved . 

19 The Gipsy Poacher’s Home. 

The subject of this picture is a group of ten figures with dogs, &c., assembled in an 
apartment of an old castle (Dirlton), on the East Coast of Scotland. It is customary for 
the gipsy tribe to take up their quarters in old ruined buildings of this description. The 
party is surrounded with a profusion of all sorts of game, including the roe deer, grouse, 
wild duck, heron, &c., &c. At the end of the picture a pot is boiling on the fire, near it 
an old woman is plucking a duck, evidently to assist the Meg Merrilies stew which she is 
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preparing; behind her, another woman is pouring from a bottle a glass of whiskey to 
regale one ot the party who has just come in, and who is standing with the gun in his 
hand , a child is running towards the door to meet the father, who is coming in with a 
gun over his shoulder. & 

The whole of this picture is painted in a beautiful manner , and very carefully finished.
